mitting them, and for wiſe and ſubſtantial 
Reaſons determining to permit them; Tho 
as to the Saints, I muſt caution your Belief that 
they have nothing at all to do with us, ſince

God her ſelf, that bright Star of the Sea, as the 4e Mui 
papiſts fondly ſtile her, with the reſt of their O“ Fe 
Marine Protectors St. Andrew, St. Clement, St. Bar- M. V. & 
bara, St. Nicholas, St. Michael, and St. Chriſto- _ 
pher ; or ask aid of this Witch or that Wizard 
for a proſperous Gale and Succeſs in their Voy- 
ages, we can rationally ſeek only to the great 
Soveraign of the World, Who made Heaven and Pal. 146. 
Farth, the Sea, and all that therein is. 4 

For that the moſt High God, and He alone has 
a ſupreme Authority over all things, an abſolute 
indiſputable Right to the ſole Government of the 
Univerſe, and by conlequence to our Addreſſes, 
is very plain both from Scripture and Reaſon, 
whether we conſider the trankcendent Dignity 
of His Eſſence, His great Wildom manifeſted 
in the Creation of Mankind, or His Goodneſs 
ſhew'd in our continued Preſervation. 

Should we contemplate only the ſupereminent 
Excellency of His Being in it ſelf, we might ſafely 
joyn with the 24 Elders in their Adorations,

weak Men have fondly deviſed to themſelves, 
as there are ſuch Gods many, and many ſuch Lords, 
But O Lord of Hoſts Thou art the God, even thou 
alone of all the Kingdoms of the Earth, who haſt 
made Heaven and Earth, yea and thou preſerve} 
them all, which no Power leſs than Infinite can 
do, and therefore the whole Hoſt of Heaven wor- 
ſhips thee ; The Elders, the Angels all, ten thouſand 1 


times ten thouſand, and thouſands of thouſands , Nay, 

every Creature which is in Heaven, and on the Earth, a 
and under the Earth, and ſuch as are in the Sea, and all | 
that are in them, ought inceſſantly to ſay with loud -

as St. Jobn'sRevelation particularly repreſents them 
ſo doing. In- 
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Indeed the Dominion which God has over all 
things, if throughly conſider'd, is of ſo un- 
parallel'd a Kind, that it admits not of any 
juſt Illuſtration or Compariſon: Even the 
favourite Simile ſo frequently produced in Ho- 
ly Scriptures, both of the Old and New Teſta- 
ment, which likens it to the Potter's Power over Jer.18, 6. 
bis Clay, falls infinitely ſhort, and ſeems migh- pgs 
tily to cramp the Divine Operations abroad in 20. 
the World : For alas! the Potter makes not his 
(lay, as no other Artiſt makes the Timber or 1 
Stuff of which his Inſtrument is formed; nor = 
do they give Activity to the Fire, or the Wa- 
ter, when they apply the one to the other; but 


tis throthe Aſſiſtances from above that they 4 


make any thing uſeful, either for Land or for 11 
Sea ; nay after they have done their utmoſt, they = 
can pretend to nothing but the Make or Faſhion 1 
of their Veſſel. Whereas with the Divine 1 
Artigcer it is quite otherwiſe: He not only 
proportions the Symmetry, and adapts a proper 
Figure to every Work ot His Hands; He not 
only aſſigns the ſeveral parts of His Creation 
their proper Services, whether of greater or 
leſſer Uſefulneſs, of Honour, or of Diſhonour, er. 21. 
as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, but gives them entirely their 
Originial Being: This Propriety God has fun-

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damenrally in every thing viſible and inviſible, 
and thereby laid a ſure foundation for an un- 
conteſted, and abſolute Power over them: God 
made the Seas which encompals the Earth, and 
the Rivers which run among the Hills, as well a; 
the Surface of the dry Land with the ſwelling 
Mountains that riſe upon it; God has an equal 
Right therefore to deal with them reſpectively 
as he thinks fit: For, if theſe parts of the World 
were made, that they might be govern'd to the 

lory of God as they certainly were, and we 
— ſeen them managed in a wonderful ſub- 
ſerviency to him for ſome thouſands of Years, 
He cannot think honourably enough of their 
Soveraign Creator, who ſuppoſes any Nature 
whatever ſo fit to govern them, as His which 
made them, 

And hence it is, That beſides the De- 
ſpotical Right of Dominion already mentioned, 
which God abſolutely challenges to Himſelf 
over the Seas as well as over the Heavens and 
the Earth: There is another, which I would 
call a Rectoral Right that immediately reſults 
from his actual taking upon Himſclf the Admi- 
niſtration and Government of them: And this 
Power is ſeen in His continued Picſer vation of 
them, as the other was demonſtrable from their 


firſt 


E 
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firſt Formation by Him: For as He then deſign'd 
them their ſeveral Ends according to their ſeve- 
ral Capacities, He now appoints them their 
proper Mealures for the obtaining thoſe Ends, 
and obliges them to execute His Orders as ſhall 
ſeem molt agreeable to His Infinite Wiſdom : 
Nor is this Rectoral Power obſcurely intimated 
in Holy Writ, where tis expreſt or implied in 
many notable Paſſages, but moſt fully in that 


loud Proclamation of the Royal Plalmiſt, The Paar. 
Lord is Ring, the Earth may be glad thereof, yea the 


Multitude; of the Iſles may be glad thereof, i. e. 
Not only the Earth that more habitable part of 
the World which is ſeparated from the Vaters, 
and upon that account fears the lels, may be 
glad that God governs the World in general, 
without whom it could not well ſubſiſt; But 
even the Iſles which are founded upon the Seas and 
wepared upon the Floods, thoſe ſeemingly deſtitute 
parts of Land, that are cut off from the help 
and ſecurity of the Continent, and are naturally 
expoſed to danger, are yer late under the Care 
and Government of the Almighty, who affords 


them His Protection; and can whenever He
